sity of a shoot-off. By reason of his 
unusual exhibition, Bair was given a i 
Class A rating by the Amateur Trap- 
shooters' Association. Bell has been 
in Class A for some time.

W. J. Miller, 53, prominent butch- 
er of New Oxford, committed sui- 
cide by shooting himself through 
the head. 


His body, with a rifle by the 


side, was found by a daughter, 
Miss Pauline Miller, 12, in a 
downstairs room at the Jliller 
home when she returned from the 
funeral of Mrs. Clara Fink, of 
New Oxford, at 11:30 o'clock. 


Screaming with horror she at- 


tracted her mother who rushed 
to the room in which her husband 
was lying where she found that 
life was extinct. It is not known 
how long before the discovery 
was made that he had ended his 
life. 
Mr. Miller, who had been in the 


butcher business in New Oxford for 
25 years, arose in his usual health 
this morning, according to members 
of his family, who were at loss for 
an explanation for the act. 


He appeared as bright as usual 


about the house before Mrs. Miller 


j and several of her daughters left to 
! attend Mrs. Fink's funeral. 


j 
Mr. Miller had no financial difficul- 


ties nor was his health impaired, so 
far as could be ascertained by mem- 
bers of the family. 


Three weeks ago, the 
veteran 


butcher, who lived on Hanover street, 
discontinued his 
butcher 
shop 
on 


High street, and by some it is thought 
that the closing out of the 
store 


worried him. He still continued his 
butcher route after disposing of the 
store, 


Mr. Miller sent a bullet from a low 


calibre rifle into his right ear, and 
a tiny stream of blood flowed from 
the wound and collected in a pool 
near his head. 


Alone In Home 


Dr. Edgar A. Miller, of Gettysburg, 


Adams county coroner, was notified 
of the shooting, but had not arrived 
at the Miller home to issue the death 
certificate at 2 o'clock this afternoon. 
He is expected to issue a certificate 
giving suicide as the cause of death. 


No one was home when the man

that we may again dedicate ourselves 
to the ideals in which vc were edu- 
cated. 


"Lastly, most earnestly do \ve be- 


lieve that the name of Gettysburg 
no longer seems to be the name of 
the place,.but of the spirit, and that 
they are called Gettysburg men who 
.share in our education, rather than 
they who share this common place of 
habitation." 


Shortly before the ceremonies were 


to begin some intimation of the na- 
ture of the organization was heard, 
but most of these rumors were credit- 
ed with being just pure hearsay. 


Mounting1 the rostrum, the Hek- 


kaideka stood with uncovered heads 
while the band played the first verse 
of America. Many in the crowd mis- 
taking1 it for the national anthem also 
uncovered* while the verse was being 
played. 


Then 
in a stentorian voice, the 


leader of the mysterious band solemn- 
ly walking to the front of the elevat- 
pd platform, seeming to ignore the 
throng crowded to the very supports 
of the bandstand, addressed his mask- 
ed brethren and sisters in Greek, in 
which the names Billheimeros and Get- 
tysburgianos were distinguishable. 


The applause which 
interspersed 


his remarks was deafening, at least to 
those o.n the platform, who did all of 
the 
applauding, but the interested 


multitude in the -.streets finding noth- 
ing which was in any way compre- 
hensible maintained a stoical silence, 
except for several titters of amuse- 
mejit, from those who believed that 
'hey were seeing the dawn. 


Turning suddenly to the sea of up- 


turned'faces, there were more than a 
'housand 
of 
them, 
the 
orator 


of the organization, in a voice filled 
with eloquence, went into a precise 
but brief dissertation on the objects 
and principles of the Hekkaideka. 


Explaining that it was a body or- 


ganized ten years ago, their under- 
lying principle being tolerance, with 
prejudice toward none, no matter of 
what race or creed, he- impressed upon 
all those with in hearing distance that, 
in spite their masks, the organization 
was one which followed the precepts 
laid down by the Christian creed. 


Then calling upon Sister Antipha- 


gestine, or at least that is what it 
sounded like, the female member read 
the "secret code and bond of fellow- 
ship" 


The band played again and then 


came the denouement. 
Masks were 


drawn from faces and the identities of 
the Hekkaidekas were revealed, all 
of them members of the class of 1916.

PINCHOT TELLS OF 
CAMPAIGN FUNDS 


Governor Tell?? Senate Commit­ 
tee That His Wife Was C hief 
Contributor to Expenses. 


(By A* *oo in ted Pre#*.) 
Washington, June 9.—Recounting 
the story of his defeat in the Pennsyl­ 
vania senatorial primary, Governor 
Pinchot told the Senate campaign 
funds committee today- that primary 
returns in Allegheny county had been 
“held up” by an election commission 
favorable to his opponent, Senator 
Pepper, and that he had heard “re­ 
ports” of false registration and fraud. 
The governor and 
his 
managers 
listed the contributions to his cam­ 
paign at something more than $154,- 
000 with his own wife as one of the 
heaviest contributors and denied in re­ 
sponse to questioning that the Anti­ 
saloon League or Wayne B. Wheeler 
had been active in his behalf. 
He had no information that any 
election returns had been changed, 
Mr. Pinchot said, and no direct evi­ 
dence of fraud. 
Called as the only witness at the 
opening session of the committee’s 
general inquiry into 1926 senatorial 
campaign 
funds, the 
Pennsylvania 
executive testified in the same com­ 
mittee room where years ago, as chief 
forester of the United 
States, 
he 
staged his dramatic fight against Sec­ 
retary Ballinger. 
Representative Yare, winner of the 
three-cornered Republican senatorial 
race, also was at the hearing.

I beg that all of you will accord 
to it a portion of your interest and

spiritual riches of your age. 
I turn to the State—to practical 
politics. 
I want to speak of politics 
not as an incidental interest hut as a 
paramount interest and if possible a 
life w'ork. 
The practical of politics 
has changed mightily 
in the past i 
quarter of a century. 
Time was in J 
our country’s history when politics 
was an amateur occupation. Steadily 
it has become more exacting in its 
demands and more complicated in its 
operation. 
The growth of our popu­ 
lation, the movement toward the great 
cities, the extension of governmental 
activities have all 
contributed to 
make 
politics 
and 
ghvernment 
a 
highly technical occupation requiring 
adequate training and wide experi­ 
ence. Out of this condition is emerg­ 
ing the profession of politics. The dis-1 
credited professional 
politicians are! 
rapidly giving place to educated men 
and women who appreciate the dig­ 
nity of governmental work and the 
glorious opportunities of public serv­ 
ice. 
It is no mere coincidence that 
we have as president today a man 
who early recognized these changing 
conditions and with rare fidelity has I 
devoted his life to the art of govern-1 
ment and thus brings to his present | 
high office a steadily enlarging execu­ 
tive experience. 
Good 
governm ent! 
will come and democracy will justify | 
itself not by new machinery or new ! 
laws or sporadic reform movements 
but only by the leadership of trained' 
and experienced men and women who ■ 
are willing to make politics a serious 
pursuit and bring to it unselfish p u r-; 
pose and high ethical standards. 
It 
is the promise of our country’s fu tu re; 
that more and more we are realizing 
what an opportunity it is! 
We owe! 
much to the men and women who 
have risked the hazards of profes­ 
sional politics and have made the pub­ 
lic service their supreme interest. We 
think of Roosevelt and Bryan in the 
decades just passed and in the pres-1 
ent of Speaker Longw'orth and Sena-!

Wyoming. 
We need more of them—

Such a life is, 
not a child’s task. 
It calls for in-! 
telligcnce, courage, broad sympathies! 
and the gift of friendship. 
It m eans! 
hard work. 
And yet there are su - 1 
preme satisfactions in it. The results 
to be attaihed are so far-reaching. I 
The good to bi' done is so important. 
I hope that off ore me today are 
some who in these coming years will 
be priviledged to do a real part in 
guiding our political destinies and 
raising the tone of political life. 
I have used the word “Service” in 
its old, very limited sense as indicat- j 
ing those governmental employments! 
for which highly technical training is 
required and to which men and women, 
are asked to dedicate not a portion I 
hut all their active lives.

I wonder

venturous careers in foreign lands. I 
Of course, “many are called but few | 
are chosen”. 
I wish I had the time to tell you 
in detail what our government is do-1 
ing to make this Foreign Service a; 
life vocation—how it has established 
a Foreign 
Service Department, in­ 
creased salaries, provided for careful; 
classification and adequate retirement j 
pay and is thus aiming to bring into 
one 
international 
relation 
selected. 
men and women from our colleges and 
universities. 
But these details are, 
easily 
obtainable—what 
I 
would 
rather emphasize is the growing need: 
which those in touch with our mod- J 
em world clearly appreciate. 
I need, 
not tell you how each year the na­ 
tions of the world are 
being more 
closely knit together or how deeply 
involved are 
our national 
interests 
and obligations in this modern family 
of states. 
We must have men an d ! 
women trained and willing to give^ 
their best in guiding our foreign! 
policy, protecting our foreign inter­ 
ests and in determining the ex ten t1 
of our international obligations. 
Can 
you imagine a more attractive field of | 
service to one who is free from race* 
prejudice; 
who 
has 
the 
gift 
of 


language, the international mind and 
that all too rare capacity of ready 
adjustment to alien customs and un­ 
familiar modes of thought? 
I have thus merely suggested to 
you opportunities of service which 
beckon you on the threshold of your 
I life work. 
I have touched on those 
fields w*ith which I am most familiar. 
I have not stressed their money re­ 
wards. To those whose aim Is the ac­ 
quisition of Vealth they can make no 
appeal. 
Today they offer a decent 
living—a 
protected 
old 
age 
and 
nothing more. 
In that respect they 
compare favorably with thc profes­ 
sions but unfavorably with successful 
salesmanship or the prize positions in 
the field of business. 
In such fields 
you will 
if 
successful make more 
money. 
I doubt that you will have 
as rich a life. 
But whatever choice 
you make may I be bold to beg of you 
that you choose not with the idea of 
success dominating your thought but 
w'ith the ideal of service set before 
you. I cannot think of success as an 
aim. It is merely an incidental prod­ 
uct of a service rendered. We should 
all of us keep ever in mind those 
penetrating 
and 
profoundly 
true 
w'ords of Jesus; “He who would find 
his life must lose it”. 
Just that: 
lose it in an overpowering interest— 
in a selfless service. 
In my college 
days 
v/e 
called 
it 
the 
Hegelian 
Paradox. 
But it is far more than 
that. 
It is the spiritual law of life. 
One truly gets only as one gives. 
Test it in any respect of life. 
Do 
you crave interest and sympathy ? 
Then give it to others. 
Do you long 
to enrich your own personality? Then 
give k away generously in kindness 
to others. 
Are you self conscious— 
morbid, and sensitive and the trained 
phychologist w'ill tell you that you 
must get out of yourself—acquire an 
interest and give yourself to that.

1,044 COWS ARE 
TESTED IN APRIL 


2073 Cows Gave Over a Half Ton 


of Milk During Month, Ac- 


cording to Report Filed. 


State College, Pa., June 9,—Twenty- 


eight associations in Pensylvania test- 
ed 10,044 cows during April, the 
monthly report of the Pennsylvania 
State College dairy extension service 
announced 
Wednesday. 
Seventeen 


hundred and twenty-one cows pro- 
duced 40 or more pounds of butter- 
fat and 2073 cows gave over a half 
ton of milk during the month. 


• The Central Pennsylvania Guernsey 
Breeders' Association 
tested 
the 


i largest number of cows, 549. Alle- 
gheny association was second with 435 
tested cows. Laurel Hill Association 
in Bradford county topped the list in 
number of 40 pound fat producers, 120 
cows making that mark. The next 
best association in this respect was 
Clarion—Venango with 97 rich milk 
producers. 
Carbon-Lehigh led the 


other 27 associations in number of 
1000-pound milkers, 168 passing the 
half ton stage of production. The 
runner up, the Cumberland associa- 
tion, had 128 heavy milkers. 


Of the 40 pound cows, 612 passed 


the 50 pound mark in fat production, 
while 1155 of the ] 'jOO pound milkers 
did better than 1200 pounds for the 
month. 
• 


Only a pound separated the best 


milker of the month, a registered Hoi- 
stein owned by W. Drumheller, of the 
Carbon-Lehigh asosciation, from her 
nearest competitor, a registered Hoi- 
stein in the herd of W. H. Landis, of 
the Montgomery association. The re- 
spective milk records were 2814 and 
2813 pounds. A repi&tered Holstein, 
owned by L. A. Zimmerman, of the 
Carbon-Lehigh association, produced 
93.9 pounds of butterfat for first hon- 
ors among individuals. The Carbon- 
Lehigh asociation also had the high- 
est 10-cow average in butterfat pro- 
duction.

10,044 COWS ARE 
TESTED IN APRIL 


2073 Cows Gave Over a Half Ton 


of'Milk During Month, Ac- 


cording to Report Filed. 


State College, Pa., June 9,—Twenty- 


| eight associations in Pensylvania test- 
ed 10,044 cows during April, the 
monthly report of the Pennsylvania 
State College dairy extension service 
announced 
Wednesday. 
Seventeen 


hundred and twenty-one cows pro- 
duced 40 or more pounds of butter- 
fat and 2073 cows gave over a half 
ton of milk during the month. 


The Central Pennsylvania Guernsey 


Breeders' 
Association 
tested 
the 


j largest number of cows, 549. Alle- 
gheny association was second with 435 
tested cows. Laurel Hill Association 
in Bradford county topped the list in 
number of 40 pound fat producers, 120 
cows making that mark. The next 
best association in this respect was 
Clarion—Venango with 97 rich milk 
producers. 
Carbon-Lehigh led the 


other 27 associations in' number of 
1000-pound milkers, 168 passing tho 
half ton stage of production.* The 
runner up, the Cumberland associa- 
tion, had 128 heavy milkers. 


Of the 40 pound cows, G12 passed 


the 50 pound mark in fat production, 
while 1155 of the 1000 pound milkers 
did better than 1200 pounds for the 
month. 


Only a pound separated the best 


milker of the month, a registered Hoi- 
stein owned by W. Drumheller, of the 
Carbon-Lehigh asosciation, from her 


i nearest competitor, a registered Hoi- 
stein in the herd of W. H. Landis, of 
the Montgomery association. Thc re- 
spective milk records were 2814 and 
2813 pounds. A registered Holstein, 
owned by L. A. Zimmerman, of the 
Carbon-Lehigh association, produced 


i 93.9 pounds of butterfat for first hon- 
ors among individuals. The Carbon- 
Lehigh asociation also had the high- 
est 10-cow average in butterfat pro- 
duction.
